There is a test for everything of course, 
and the way to tell how good a dairy cow is may easily be discov- 
ered when the butter is tasted. While visiting the scrupulously 
clean creamery room, Superintendent Smith slipped a neatly wrap- 
ped pound package of “pure dairy butter” bearing a special “Wild- 
wood Farms” label into our grip. The proof of a pudding is in the 
eating and we’ll swear we never set teeth into anything better.

Tests conducted in the past at the Kansas Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station have shown that the plan of wintering calves on 
roughage and a light grain ration, grazing on bluestem grass past- 
ure without other feeds to August 1, and then full feeding in a dry 
lot for 100 days is a practical and profitable method of feeding 
young cattle where good grass is available. 

It also enables one to utilize grass in a very satisfactory man- 
ner. Tests conducted at this station have also shown that simply 
roughing calves through the winter with a maximum gain of 50 
pounds per head is not a satisfactory way to winter calves that are 
to be grazed on

The Kansas _ Sta- 
tion starte:l a series 
of tests in the fall 
of 1926 with the 
hope of securing da- 
ta that would an- 
swer this 4uestion 
in a rather definite 
manner. [twas 
known that simply 
roughing was not 
satisfactory and 
there was a feeling 
that it might not be 
necessary to feed as 
much grain as ha‘l 
been fed in previous 
tests. In any case 
this method of feed- 
ing calves divides it- 
self into three phas- 
es—(1) Wintering; 
(2) grazing the first half of the summer; (3) full feeding in a dry 
lot after August 1. 

The full feeding is started August 1 primarily for two reasons: 
(1) Bluestem grass is less valuable after than before that date. 
(2) Starting cattle on full feed August 1 enables one to give them 
a 100-day feed and get them to market at a time of year when there 
is a scarcity of well finished, light weight cattle. Incidentally, it 
might be mentioned that a series of tests conducted by the Kansas 
Station have shown that young cattle will make decidedly better 
gains on the same amount of grain after August 1 when full fed in 
a dry lot than when full fed on bluestem grass pasture. 

The calves used in this test were raised on the Matador Ranch 
at Matador, Texas. They graded good to choice when the test 
started. Special care was exercised to have the calves in each lot 
the same as to size, weight, type, and temperament. This study in- 
volved the use of two lots. Lot 1 was fed an average of 4 and two- 
thirds pounds of corn and 1 pound of cottonseed meal per head per 
day in addition to roughage during the wintering period. Lot 2 
was fed the same ration except that it received no grain. In all 
uther respects the two lots were handled alike through the three 
phases of the experiment. 

Phase I—Wintering. 

The wintering phase extended from December 16, 1926, to 
April 30, 1927, a period of 135 days. 

Lot 1 consumed 4.66 pounds of corn; 1 pound of cottonseed 
meal; 2 pounds of alfalfa; and 18.81 pounds of cane silage per head 
per day. The calves in this lot weighed 330.80 pounds per head 
when the test started; gained 2.09 pounds per head per day; and 
their wintering cost was $19.39 per head. The necessary selling 
price at home to break even was $8.56 per cwt. and their appraised 
value at home was $8.75 per cwt. 

Lot 2 consumed no corn; 1 pound of cottonseed meal; 2 pounds 
of alfalfa hay; and 25.51 pounds of cane silage per head per day. 
The calves in this lot weighed 327.60 pounds per head when the 
test started, gained 1.55 pounds per head per day, and their winter-

Phase I1—Grazing. 

This phase of the 
test extended from 
May 1, 1927 to July 
30, 1927, a period of 
90 days. Both lots grazed together in a bluestem grass pasture 
owned by the Kansas Station. Since these cattle were a year old 
when they went to grass they will be referred to as yearlings in 
the remainder of this discussion. 

Lot 1 averaged 612.67 pounds at the beginning of the grazing 


period; gained .85 pounds per head per day; and would have re- 


quired a selling price of $8.78 per cwt. to break even at home. 

_Lot 2 averaged 537 pounds at the beginning of the grazing 
period; gained 1.26 pounds per head per day; and would have re- 
quired a selling price of $8.26 per cwt. to break even at home. 

Observations—Grazing Phase. 

(1) The yearlings in lot 2 that made the smaller gain during 
the winter made the greater gain on grass. This is in keeping with 
a number of tests conducted by the Kansas Station that indicate 
the gains cattle make on grass are determined, in the main, by the 
amount of fat they carry on their backs when they go to grass, 
rather than upon the nature of the feed they consumed the prev- 
ious winter. 

(2) At the end of the wintering phase the yearlings in lot 1 
that received some corn were 75.67 pounds heavier than the year- 
ling in lot 2 that received no corn. At the end of the 90-day grat- 
ing period they were 38.5 pounds heavier. It will be interesting to 
note the difference in the weight of these two lots after they had 
the same opportunity in the feed lot. 

Phase III—Full Feeding. 

At the end of 90 days on grass—July 30, 1927—both lots were 
removed from the bluestem grass pasture and placed in a dry lot 
for a full feed of 100 days. Naturally, since they were to have only 
a short feed they were gotten up to a full feed as soon as possible. 

Lot 1, which received some corn the previous winter, consumed 
during the full feeding phase of the test 14.05 pounds of corn, | 
pound of cottonseed meal, and 5.49 pounds of alfalfa hay per head 
per day. The yearlings in this lot weighed 689 pounds per head 
when this phase of the test started, gained 2.53 pounds per head 
per day, and their feed cost was $29.93 per (Continued on Page 17)

DOMESTIC MARKET WITH TARIFF 
PROTECTION PROMISES MOST. 

Interested always in the welfare of American Agriculture 
we have listened and thought a great deal concerning many things 
that have been discussed in connection with farm relief problems. 
In the following paragraphs we take the liberty of presenting a 
recent editorial discussion appearing in Editor Kroeger’s Chicago 
Daily Drovers Journal which it seems to us merits much consider- 
ation and perhaps directs our minds into more satisfactory and 
lasting channels. He says: 

Dumping our surplus farm products abroad at prices lower 
than domestic prices has been the plan in all important farm re- 
lief legislative proposals. The producers of European countries 
wouldn’t stand for that, any more than we wouid stand for the 
dumping of Argentine beef or corn in this country at prices below 
cost of production or prevailing prices in that country. As a matter 
of fact our own tariff act embodies sections designed to prevent 
dumping in this country, and only recently investigations were con- 
cluded to determine whether steel and rayon were being dumped 
here. If this country now were to enact legislation designed to 
market surplus products abroad at less than domestic prices, which 
would be dumping, by whatever name it might be called, it could 
“e charged with inconsistency and would find its position unten- 
able. 


It is doubtful if any way can ever be found to dispose of an 
agricultural surplus and at the same time maintain prices as 
though it didn’t exist. Beef and pork during the past year have 
well illustrated the problem that confronts our agricultural indus- 
try. The supply of beef has been moderate, there have been no 
imports worthy of mention, there has been ample domestic demand 
for all the beef offered, and prices have been high, at just about 
the level they should be right along to afford the producer a fair 
return. Pork, on the other hand, has been plentiful, its surplus has

made as lard. Existing data as to international trade in vegetable 
oils, chiefly sent to Europe, are not very satisfactory, but seem to 
indicate that the current level of export of the leading oils and oil- 
bearing materials from the countries of production is now about a 
third higher than at the outbreak of the World War. 

“In the face of these various types of competition the Corn 
Belt has been offering for export an output of lard and of other 
pork products in excess of such exports in the period immediately 
preceding 1914. The inevitable result has been the movement of 
the price of hogs at a level lower than the prices of Corn Belt 
products which are on a domestic basis and lower than the general 
level of wholesale prices.” : 

Returing to beef, we quote the following from Dean Curtiss 
of the Iowa State College. Referring to Argentine beef, he says: 
“The present duty of three cents per pound on fresh meats would 
not be a barrier at all. Prime beef cattle have been selling in the 
Argentine recently at 3% to 4 cents a pound. If it were not for 
the present embargo on account of the existence of foot-and-mouth 
disease in that country, it would require a duty of not less than 
15 cents per pound to keep the Argentine beef from coming into our 
markets, under beef prices now prevailing in the Argentine and in 
the United States.” Fortunately, for the American producez, there 
is no prospect of that embargo being lifted. 

American agriculture has a tariff problem, and in time it 
may be found difficult to maintain an adequate tariff because a 
majority of the people (consumers) will be against it.” 

; If the foregoing is a fair statement of the fuadamental facts 
involved in the situation, and we believe it to be such, then it leads 
naturally to the following conclusions: 

Dumping is not the solution. It is wrong in principle, and 
even if the machinery could be devised to put it into operation, 
it would in time destroy itself. 

The ultimate and the only permanent solution will be found 
in production restricted approximately to domestic consumptive 
demand coupled with tariff protection that keeps out lower priced 
foreign products. We are already on that basis with most of our 
important farm products, as evidenced by prices now prevailing. 
That is the ultimate and only sound basis on which American agtl- 
culture can operate in the future seems evident. For some yeals, 
at least, Europe will be fed by countries that can produce food 
much cheaper than it can be produced in this country. 


Aberdeen-Angus Wanted in Australia. 

A New South Wales correspondent of the London Live Stock 
Journal writes: “Never has there been such a demand in Australia 
for Aberdeen-Angus cattle of all descriptions before. We sold all 
our surplus bulls, and could have sold more, and I believe other 
breeders are in the same position.

Taking Care of the Feet. 


A well known foot specialist has said 
that the feet may be considered the ‘oun- 
dation of the body and that buildings are 
only as good as their foundation.

Farm 
women, especially, should see that their 
feet are dressed in comtort. Comfortable 
footwear includes hosiery as well as shoes.

Tight jazz garters are 
censured as being much of the cause of 
varicosed condition of veins. 

Because of the many small bones in the 
foot which make misplacement easy the 
height of the heel is important. Improper 
fittings cause corns, bunions and callouses. 

I am a strong advocate of shoes in their 
proper places tor instance it is not good 
policy to wear cast off party shoes while 
doing housework, neither do I fancy sport 
shoes for formal occasions. 

If we must economize in dress, for the 
sake of good health as well as disposition 
let it be something where shoes and hosiery 
are not concerned.

6 cups rhubarb 2 cups dates 
2 cups nuts 3 oranges 
: Sugar 
Cut rhubarb in small pieces, chop dates 
and nuts. Peel oranges using rind of two. 
Cover rind with boiling water. Let stand 
until cold. Mix rhubarb, dates and orange 
juice with rind. Measure same amount of 
sugar. In the morning cook, stirring often 
until thick. Just before removing from fire 
add nuts. Seal in jars.

The method of choosing the top sires in 
this ranking should probably first be 
mentioned. In the first place, all those 
whose progeny has netted them a score 
over 15 points were taken. This gave a 
total number of 43 sires. Then it was 
noticed that some very promising recent 
sires were left out this way for the reason 
that they had not been putting their pro- 
geny in the ring long enough. At least, 
such stallions as Rectorat, Reducteur, and 
Ames Jalap were given the benefit of as- 
suming that their years as sires of showing 
winners were little more than started. To 
include much horses as these, then, all those 
having a score over 10 points since 1916 
were included. This ran the list up to 59 
sires for the whole period. 

In ranking the sires, an arbitrary score 
was attached to each of the first five places 
at the “International”. The one which 
seemed fairest was one that had been used 
by other investigators working with other 
breeds. Five points were allowed a sire 
whose progeny won a first, four for second, 
three for third, two for fourth and one for 
last place. No extra points were given for 
a grand champion, but a separate study 
has been made of the sires of grand cham- 
pions. 

The following tables have been arranged 
in the order of what has been considered 
as the most important item under consider- 
ation—the total score. Other matters of 
more or less interest or importance are in- 
cluded, such as number of stallion entries, 
number of mare entries, score on each, and 
total number.

entry into the United States as 
a four-year-old in 1909, his rec- 
ord has been phenomenal. He 
beat Etudiant to win his class at 
the Paris show that year, but 
Etudiant later beat him for first 
place at Nogent. Following 
this, he was first sold to go to 
South America, but J. Crouch 
and Son of Lafayette, Indiana, 
arranged to get him instead— 
a stroke of busines that did 
much for the Percheron breed 
in America. Carnot won first 
in the aged class at Iowa that 
year, and first and champion at 
indiana, Wisconsin, Illinois, and 
the New York Horse Show at 
Madison Square Garden. His 
big triumph in 1909 came when 
he was made champion at the 
“International” over 29 aged 
stallions, including Dragos. At 
the “International,” W. S. Corsa 
bought him for the then record 
price of $10,000. His first elev- 
en colts sold for more than he cost. In 
1916, Mr. Corsa sold a half interest in Car- 
not to R. C. Leeds of Richmond, Indiana, 
for $20,000, hence the popular title, “the 
$40,000 Carnot.” 

All the sires in this list cannot be dis- 
cussed as fully as Carnot has been on ac- 
count of lack of space. However, it is 
thought that a few lines about the lives of 
each of the three or four leading stallions 
will not be amiss, and will perhaps be of 
more interest than too detailed a discussion 
of the results which are obvious as present- 
ed in the table. Carnot was of the Brilliant 
III family. 

Lagos is from the Brilliant 1271 (755) 
line. He was imported by Burgess and was 
sold to J. O. Singmaster and Son. At the 
1913 “International,” Lagos swept through 
by winning first, junior champion, and re- 
serve grand champion. At the Panama- 
Pacific in 1915, he was first aged stallion 
and champion, and also at the “Internation- 
al” in 1916. He was grand champion at the 
Iowa State Fair in 1916 and 1920. Five 
daughters of Lagos have risen to grand 
champion honors at the “International” in 
1918, 1921, 1924, 1925 and 1926 respectively.

1271 (755) bloodline, out of the sire Seduc- 
teur 26252. His sire came from the stables 
of E. B. White of Leesburg, Virginia, and 
he himself is owned by W. R. Butler of 
Columbus, Ohio. Laet was grand cham- 
pion at the “International” in 1921, and 
sired the grand champion stallion of 1923, 
1924, and 1925. Laet won most of his hon- 
ors as a sire of males—his score on stal- 
lions was 79 as compared to 19 on mares. 

Another great sire of mare winners at 
the “International” was Calypso, owned by 
H. G. MeMillan of Rock Rapids, Iowa. His 
score on mares was 74; on his stallion pro- 
geny, 23. He won first in the three-year- 
old class and was reserve champion at the 
1900 “International.” He sired 38 Ameri- 
can-bred winners at the “International” 
from 1900 to 1910 inclusive,—more than 
any other Percheron sire of his time, since 
Theudis sired Calypso, he has been placed 
in the family founded by Theudis. In 1905 
and 1910, first place in the “Get of Sire” 
class went to Calypso. 

Fifth place in the rating goes to Jalap 
from the Brilliant 1271 (755) family, now

owned by Iowa State College. As a two- 
year-old, Jalap won first at Paris and at 
Nogent in 1911, and was then imported by 
the Singmasters of Keota, Iowa. That fall, 
he won fourth in the two-year-old class at 
the “International.” He was champion at 
the Iowa Spring Stallion Show at Des 
Moines in 1915, and third at the “Panama- 
Pacific” that year. Perhaps two of his 
greatest progeny are Maple Grove Snow- 
ball, first as a foal at the “International” 
in 1913, and champion mare at the “Pana- 
ma-Pacific” at a two-year-old in 1915; and 
Keota Jalap, first and champion at Minne- 
sota American-bred stallion at the 1917 
“International.” . 
Another item of note is the number of 
sons of Carnot included in this top rating. 
Eighth place goes to Jehovah, a son of 
Carnot, with a total score of 42, Carvictor, 
another son, places fourteenth. Other sons 
are, Egotist, sixteenth, and Carneby, thirty- 
first. Dragon, by Cronstadt, is only 3 points 
above his son, Treviso, to place these two 
sires ninth and tenth respectively. A point 
also worthy of mention here is that Dragon 
scored higher on his mare progeny than 
on his stallion progeny, and Treviso scored 
20 on his stallion progeny and 14 on his 
daughters, almost a reversal of his sire’s 
scores. Dragon also sired the stallion, Dre- 
ballagon, thirty-eighth in his rating. One 
might continue the list with other interest- 
ing details: Olbertan rates seventeenth 
place, while his sire, Olbert II, has to be 
satisfied with forty-fourth; likewise, Lab- 
rum, in twenty-fourth place, outranks his 
sire, Labarum, in fifty-third place.

SOUTHDOWN 


A Brief Historical Sketch 


There are two 
different types 
of sheep; mut- 
ton type and 
wool type. The 
mutton type is 
generally divid- 
ed into two di- 
visions; long 
wool and medi- 
um wool. The 
medium wool 
breeds have met 
the need of the 
American farm- 
ers more nearly 
than the others. 
It is the oldest 
breed among 
the medium 


wool types. 

T he South- 
downs originated on hills known as South 
Downs found in Sussex County, England. 
The South Downs are low, chalky hills a- 
bout twenty-six miles long and twenty-five 
miles wide. Small grains grow well thro- 
ughout this section. The grass is short and 
fine, the soil is not heavy, therefore does 
not produce a luxuriant crop. Under such 
conditions, a small active breed such as the 
— is more suited than a heavier 
reed. 


The improvement of the Southdowns 
started in about 1750 by John Ellman who 
lived in Lewes, England. Ellman improved 
the Southdowns in mutton form and fleece. 
To him is due the credit for fixing the 
lowset, compact, level top and the good 
mutton form of the breed and at no time 
did he ignore the fleece. His career as a 
breeder lasted over 54 years. The other 
great early improver was Mr. Webb who 
successfully carried on the work of Ellman. 
Mr. Webb was located in a’richer soil region 
and did a great deal to improve the size of 
the breed. 


The present Southdown approaches the 
ideal mutton type, being lowset and blocky, 
wide and deep in the body, plump, deep, and 
wide in their quarters, possessing a strong 
constitution with a broad short head which 
is carried slightly above the level of the 
shoulders and alert. The legs are short 
and well supported by good substance of 
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place; and so we might go on citing in- 
stances where sons outranked their sires on 
stallion progeny, on mare, or on both, or 
viceversa. 


A consideration of the number of top 
sires to each bloodline may well be taken 
up at this point. In the numbers and total 
score both, the Brilliant 1271 (755) line 
leads the field as usual, although the weight 
of Carnot’s score thrown into the Brilliant 
III line gives it a good lead over the next 
competitor.

bone. The ears should be wide apart, small 


and carried erect. The color of the face 
and legs should range from a light steel 
gray to a soft brown, often referred to as 
mouse color. The face should not be blue 
or approach black or speckled. The legs 
should be of the same color as the face, 
There should be wool on the face to the 
forehead and on the cheeks and the legs 
should carry a small amount of covering. 
The fleece is very fine but rather short, 
ranging from an inch and a quarter to two 
inches and shearing from five to eight 
pounds in twelve months. 

Southdowns are outstanding among the 
mutton breeds for their quality of mutton. 
Their meat is very fine, firm and juicy, and 
from the standpoint of the consumer, South- 
downs are in the first class. Another asset 
of the breed is their hardiness but they are 
not so well adapted to rigid conditions as 
some of the other breeds. The prolificacy 
of the ewes is fair, ranging from 125 to 150 
per cent of lambs to the number of ewes 
and the ewes make good mothers; alert but 
not nervous. For cross-breeding and grad- 
ing up purposes the Southdown rams are 
excellent, being very prepotent. 

The Southdown can be found in practically 
every country that produces mutton in 
quantities. The scale for mature rams 1s 
175 pounds to 225 pounds and the ewes 
from 125 pounds to 150 pounds which is 
somewhat light when compared with some 
of the other breeds but where there is 4 
carcass contest to win or a fat wether class 
to show or baby lamb production is needed, 
the Southdown can be strongly recomment- 
ed.

Lot 2, which received no corn the previous 
winter, consumed during the full feeding 

phase of the test 14.94 pounds of corn, 1 
pound of cottonseed meal, and 5.87 pounds 
of alfalfa hay per head per day. The year- 
lings in this lot weighed 650.50 pounds when 
this phase of the test started; gained 2.82 
pounds per head per day; and their feed cost 
was $31.62 per head. 

The original calf cost plus total feed cost 
in lot 1 (that received some grain during 
the winter) was $90.40 and the necessary 
selling price at home to break even:, 3.60. 
The selling price at Kansas City was £16 
per ewt. Deducting $.75 per cwt. to cover 
shipping expenses and shrinkage left a 
home selling price of $15.25 per ewt., a 
margin of $5.65 per cwt. and a profit of 
$53.22 per head. .The cattle in this lot 
weighed 942 pounds at home an! dressed 
out 61.3 per cent at Kansas City. 

The original calf cost plus total feed cost 
in lot 2 (that received no grain duriny the 
winter) was $85.38 per head and the neces- 
sary selling price at home to break even 
$9.16 per ewt. The selling price at Kansas 
City was $16 per cwt., the same as lot 1. 
Deducting $.75 per cwt. to cover shipping 
expenses and shrinkage left a home selling 
price of $15.25 per cwt., a margin of $6.09 
per cwt. and a profit of $56.76 per head. 
The cattle in this lot weighed 932 pounds at 
home and dressed out 59.7 per cent at Kan- 
sas City. 

The feed costs in this test were as fol- 
lows: Phase I—corn, $.77 per bushel; cot- 
tonseed meal, $35 per ton; Alfalfa hay, $15 
per ton; cane silage, $5 per ton. Phase 
"l—Pasture, $8 per head. Phase I]1I—Corn, 
first 60 days, $1.05 per bushel; corn last 
40 days, $.92 per bushel; cottonseed meal, 
$45 per ton; alfalfa hay, $10 per ton. 


OBSERVATIONS 


(1) The yearlings in lot I that received 
some corn during the winter before going 
to grass, were 75.67 pounds per head 
heavier at the end of the winter phase; 
38.50 pounds per head heavier at the end 
of the grazing phase; and only 10 pounds 
per head heavier at the end of the full 
feeding period than lot 2 that received no 
corn during the winter phase. This coupled 
with the fact that the calves in lot 2 made 
$2.54 more profit per head indicates that it

is not necessary to feed any grain when 
a winter ration consists of good silage, a 
little good alfalfa hay, and 1 pound per 
head per day of cottonseed meal is avail- 
able for calves that are to be grazed and 
full fed the following late summer and ear- 
ly fall. The yearlings fed some corn dur- 
ing the winter would have had to sell for 
$.44 per cwt. more than those that re- 
ceived no corn to make the same profit. 

(2) The profits made this year are out 
of line with what one might reasonably ex- 
pect on the average but a necessary selling 
price of only $9.60 per cwt. for lot 1 and 
$9.16 per cwt. for lot 2 emphasizes the 
practicability of this method of feeding 
young cattle where bluestem or other 
grass is available. 

(3) The most striking result of this test 
is the production of 604.40 pounds per head 
of gain in lot 2 from 26% bushels of corn 
plus roughage, mostly grass and _ silage 
supplemented with 1 pound of cottonseed 
meal per head per day and selling so near 
the top of the market the day they were 
sold on the open market.

Feeding is l mportant 


Says Walter Schultz, Champion Feeder 


Department Conducted by 
Helen Stevens Fisher. 


On the cover of the issue of May 21 ap- 
peared the picture of a real, live, peppy 4-H 
club member—Walter Schultz of St. Peter, 
Minn. Walter has an interesting baby beef 
story of perseverance which I am passirg 
on to you. 


It was four years ago that Walter be- 
came initiated into the 4-H club with a dairy 
calf project. In spite of the fact that his 
father had a pure bred herd, Walter knew 
very little about fitting his calf and show- 
ing it. As a result he won no prizes with 
his exhibit. 

By the time of the next fair, however, he 
had learned much more about the show ring 
and its requisites, and he won the county 
grand championship, with a trip to the state 
fair where his heifer took first prize. In 
this way he won a trip to the 4-H club con- 
gress held in Chicago. 

The next year, 1926, he went into the 
work more heavily. He took up a baby beef 
project, investing $100 in a grade Aberdeen- 
Angus. His calf prospered, and in the fall 
it won grand championship prize at the 
county fair. Walter was elated, for he had 
competed and won against a show herd of 
Shorthorns which had consistently walked 
away with championship honors for a num- 
ber of years. 


From the county fair Walter went to the 
Junior Live Stock Show at South St. Paul 
where his grade calf won first place over 
all breeds, and where he received the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus championship, competing 
against pure breds. Walter exhibited the 
youngest calf at the fair and had him 
weighing as much as calves three months 
older. 

The prize calf, weighing 950 pounds, was 
sold to the Great Northern Railroad Com- 
pany for 50 cents a pound, bringing in a 
revenue of $475 in addition to the $465 
which he had previously won in prizes. 


Last year Walter went again to the man 
from whom he had bought his champion 
calf, the year before. The calf he wanted, 
however, had been taken by another club 
member, and Walter went elsewhere to buy. 
But he could not find any other Aberdeen- 
Angus grades which came up to his require- 
ments. He finally returned to the same 
place and picked the best calf he cvuld find 
in the herd. Again it cost him $100. It was 
not as good as he would have liked to buy 
but he fed it carefully and it gained and fill- 
ed out beautifully. By fair time, competing 
against the same exhibits of the year before 
—including the former champion Shorthorn 
herd of the county—he won the the county 
grand championship a second time. Again 
he went to the Junior Live Stock Show at 
South St. Paul, and there with his grade 
Aberdeen-Angus won the grand champion- 
ship over all breeds. His calf, weighing 954 
pounds, was sold to the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad for 95 cents a pound, 
bringing in a revenue of $906.30. 


The boy who chose from the original herd 
the calf which Walter had thought the best 
and which he had wanted to buy, won only 
last place. 


Walter’s explanation of his 
summed up almost entirely in se . 
feeding.” “Of course,” he says, “one Word 
have a good calf to start with, but he 
lies in the knowledge of proper feeding fe

Walter has excelled not only w;

Walter, who is 18 years ol 
gives much of the credit for his success , 
his father who has a pure bred herd anj 
who taught Walter to feed properly. Wo. 
ter lives on Orchard Grove Stock Farm, and 
he hopes to work his way through college 
He belongs to a local club which boasts 75 
to 80 members in a county where there are 
350 members. 


Needless to say, Walter is a most enthus- 
iastic, whole-hearted 4-H booster. The 4- 
H’s spell work for him, but he finds that 
the reward for his efforts make the work 
very much worth while.

Topsy-Turvy Land Will Fascinate You, 


Have you ever heard of Topsy-Tury 
land? “It is made up of hundreds of islands 
and a piece of Asia called the Malay Penin- 
sula,” writes the English explorer Carveth 
Wells, in his fascinating book, “The Jungle 
Man and His Animals.” 


Mr. Wells tells more about this funny 
land “where there is no summer and nm 
winter, and where Nature seems to have had 
a wonderful time playing tricks on the ani- 
mals and the plants that are so muddled up 
now that no one really knows what is going 
to happen next. 


“You find birds nesting in one tree and 
the same kind of bird moulting in the next 
tree, or perhaps you have a tree in your 
garden with fruit upon it, but your next 
door neighbor has the same kind of tree 
just coming into blossom. And the bees g0 
on storing up honey indefinitely for a wit- 
ter that never comes, while the Malays, it- 
stead of eating the honey, eat the young 
bees instead. 

“If you go into the Javanese jungle,” col- 
tinues Mr. Wells, “you will find that th 
earth worms sing! They come out of the 
ground and whistle at you. There is om 
group of little islands called the Coc 
Islands and they are very funny becallst 
there the crabs eat the cocoanuts and the 
fish eat the coral, rats live on the top of 
tall trees and the fresh. water wells hav 
got salt water at the bottom. 

“T know of one place in the Malay Pet 
insula,” says the explorer, “where the wate! 
lily leaves grow so big that boys ride 
them like rafts and I have seen childret 
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take a big leaf, sit on it and slide down a 
water fall! ; 

“When it rains in the jungle of Borneo 
the big ape called Orang Utan will often 
hold a leaf over his head to keep the rain 
off.” Sa 
“ would you think if one day you 
leg along a track in the jungle 
ame to a bush about two feet high, 
th red flowers, and you thought 
like a button hole so you picked 
a flower, and as soon as you touched the 
bush, all the leaves closed up, the branches 
folded themselves down and the bush lay 
down!” 

“Well, that is what happened to me! I 
kept quite still and in a few minutes the 
bush stood up again and there it was, wav- 
ing about in the wind, but as soon as I blew

They have 
roots at both ends,” declares Mr. Wells, and 
once I came across a huge tree that had no 
leaves on, but that was raining hard! Drops 
of crystal water were dripping continually 
from every branch and the tree kept on 
raining like that for several days! _ ; 

“You ought to see some of the birds in 
Topsy-Turvy land! I know one little green 
fellow called a Serindit; he looks like a tiny 
parrot but when he goes to bed at night he 
sleeps upside down! And then there is the 
Malay Weaver Bird that seems to be dif- 
ferent from most weaver birds, because in- 
stead of placing the door of his nest at the 
top, he places it at the bottom on purpose, 
I really believe, to be topsy-turvy. When 
he wants to get into his nest the Weaver 
Bird has to enter the bottom, climb up a 
little tunnel and then down the other side; 
but before he goes to bed at night what do 
you think he does?” “Well, he first of all 
gets some mud and spreads it over the in- 
side of his nest just near the entrance! Then 
he catches a few fireflies, then he sticks the 
fireflies on their backs in the mud so when 
he goes to sleep, he has a nice little lamp 
burning outside the front door!” 

“Now I expect most of you have decided 
that you would like to go to Topsy-Turvy 
land, so if you do, here is how you can tell 
when you get there. You will see snakes 
in the sea and perhaps a big crocodile. If 
you arrive there at high tide you will no- 
tice a lovely smell of spices but if you get 
there at low tide you will be greeted with 
the smell of rotten eggs. You will see fly- 
ing fish in the sea, flying animals on the 
land, and if you keep your eyes open you 
will actually see fish that climb up the trees 
and look at you!” 

If you want to know more about this 
funny, Topsy-Turvy land which really does 

exist you will want to read the rest of “The 
Jungle Man and His Animals” which is so 
entertainingly written by Carveth Wells and 
so well illustrated by the famous cartoonist 
Tony Sarg. Mr. Wells, who tells facts in 
the most entertaining fashion, started out 
as a civil engineer a number of years ago, 
laying pioneer railroads in India and in 
Canada, kept his eyes open and discovered 
many interesting facts about the plants and 
animals of the countries in which he work- 
ed. As a result, he has become a noted ex- 
plorer and story teller who never fails tc 
charm. His book can be obtained from Duf-
